Bat it strikes mo 
if we start in on those lines we shall get 
to a point where all the young ones will 
have been caught and all the big ones 
will have died of old age. And then we 
sha'n't have any leisters at all. 
The 


| remark which I quoted has been made 
in all seriousness and is being comment- 
ed upon in a very learned language by 
the inland press. Probably there aren't 
five out of eight of those inland editors 
who know whether a lobster is red or 
green when he comes out of water and 
certainly they, wouldn't go digging 
into the subject in the way they have if 
they had taken the trouble to look into 
the law and see that there is a heavy 
penalty for taking a 'seed' lobster—that 
is, a female lobster during her spawn- 
ing season. The lobster Jivws are all 
right as they are now, if they could on- 
ly be enforced." 


"The apple crop will be very, very 


light this year," said a local fruit and 
provision dealer in discussing [the fruit 
crops this afternoon. "Today," he con- 
tinued, "apples are selling for 40 cents a 
peek—that is, they are when we can get 
a peck together. They have been com, 
ing in in bunaa! lots so far. What is the 
price by the barrel of good eating ap- 
ples? I could't tell you. We don't 
have them ia barrels this year. Ordi- 
nary, everyday apples, used for making 
pies, bring $2 and $3 a barrel, three 
times the normal price. 


"A peculiar thing about apples this 


year is that they seem to grow in 
streaks. For instance, I know of several 
fair-sized crops right near here, yet the 
men who own the surrounding farms 
haven't a single >pple worthy of tho 
name on tho trees. The few apples 
'that are offered for sale are very poor, 
being worm eaten, as is always the case 
in light years."

Fred B. Haraden, 


HIGHER'PRICES PREDICTED 


Among the Necessities of Life. 
Don't think because you hare read in 


the papers that prices are higher and 
your meat man and yonr grocer are 
charging you no more than they did 
several weeks or several months ago, 
yon are going to escape. Yon are Dot 
—yon are simply buying their stock pu 
in before the rise from the wholesalers. 
When they have to replace theselstocks 
you will have to go a dite deeper into 
your pockets and make up the deficien 
cy. 


"Canned goods are to be higher," 


said a grocer yesteiday, "when our 
stock on the shelves is exhausted. This 
year peas have been decidedly scarce 
and where they cost the retailer from 
25 to 50 cents a bushel last year, they 
are four times that price this year. 
Naturally canned peap are higher and 
wholesalers who sold goods a short 
time ago for eightyxcents a dozen are 
now getting 81.50 for them. The same 
is true of peaches, owing to the failure 
of the peach crop. The peas which now 
are 8elhng for eight and ten c, nts a can 
in the large markets cannot be replaced 
on the shelves for twelve, aud this is 
where the buyer will lose in the end. 
Salt is higher than it was and where it 
cost eighty and ninety cents a barrel 
last year it has reached about a dollar 
and a half now. Sugar has sweetened 
up a little and spices have fallen in line 
aud are now from one and a half to two 
cents a pound stronger than they were 
this time last year." 


Tho market will in the end adjust 


Iself, and many, aye, even the majority, 
say that higher prices will work for tho 
general advantage of all.

SOMETHING ABOUT COAL. 


So fur the retail price of coal has not 


advanced, and no one can say when it 
will advance. With ! the miners actual 
business has been neither very active 
nor very urgent, but there is no doubt 
that the volume of orders will now be- 
gin to swell perceptibly and customers 
who arejdelaying for lower wholesale 
prices will find that theirs will be only 
disappointment. 


Manchester will have a greater ad- 


vance to'battle against than Portsmouth, 
for tne water rates to this city, which is 
Manchester's port of entry, have gone 
up thirty-five cents on a ion, making 
the increased cost of coal in that city 
sixty cents a ton higher than it was at 
this time last year. 


Many of the traveling public are un- 


aware of the significance of the colored 
lights wbich they possibly may have 
observeJ in riding on night trains, but j 
these colored lights mean much to tho 
man in the engine cab. The method in 
vogue on most roads at the present 
time is that a red light indicates "dan- 
ger," a green light "caution," and a 
white light "safety." But this method 
i i hazardous, as in the case of a recent 
serious accident, where, when a red light 
was turned against the train (indicating 
danger) the red disc broke, exposing a 
white light, which the engineman con- 
strued to be "safety" (as was his right) 
and run in ignorance of impending dan- 
ger. 


After this accident the necessity arose 


for some change which would prevent a 
recurrence of a similar accident. 
The 


New York, New Haven & Hartford road 
took the initiative in this matter, and 
called into their service Mr. John 0. 
Baird of Kedding, Baird & Co, of Bos- 
ton, and, after months of study and ex- 
periments, the new Nels Caution Color, 
or, as it is termed in railroad parlance, 
"the distant signal," was developed by 
Mr. Baird, and is now in operation upon 
the New York. New B'aven & Hartford 
road. Experiments are now going on 
with it on railroads all over this conn- 
try, among them tho Boston & Maine. 
So, in the new order of things, red still 
indicates "danger," green is changed 
from "caution" to "safety," and the new 
Nels Color becomes now the "caution" 
color. Now, if the eugineman sees a 
white light, he knows something is 
wrong, and his engine must be stopped 
until be is reassured that everything is 
correct.

Music and the Puritann. 


Macaulay wrote as if the whole body 


of Puritans thought it sin to "touch 
[play] the virginals." 
The Puritans 


did, indeed, forbid all amusement on 
the 
Sabbath, re-enact Queen 
Eliza- 


beth's statute against the disreputable 
street minstrels, and object to the use 
of the organ in worship; but they did 
not object to everything pleasant, eays 
Notes and Queries. 
The organ Was 


in those days used not in the same 
way 
as now, either in England 
or 


abroad. 
Thomas Mace of Cambridge, 


who was in York 
during the siege, 


(1644,) says in "Musick's Monument" 
that in York Minster the congregation 
sang a psalm tune accompanied by the 
organ, a custom which he had heard 
of nowhere else. That custom is now 
tftiiversal; but the ordinary use of the 
organ in the seventeenth century was 
to add brilliancy to the vocal music 
sung by the choir, and all possible em- 
bellishment by florid runs seems to 
have been employed. 


The Puritans objected to that style 


of sacred music; and so should we ob- 
ject if it were heard now. The result 
was a blind rage which led to the de- 
struction of several cathedral organs, 
r.nd to a law tliat all organs should 
be removed from churches; and as this 
is popular knowledge, it has gradually 
developed a legend that the Puritans 
objected to all music, and that the art 
was prohibited 
during the Common- 


wealth. 
Several musical historians 


have stated or implied so much, but it 
is an absolute and unqualified false- 
hood. 


The practice of secular music was in 


no way interfered with; and not only 
Cromwell, Milton, Whitclocke. but al- 
to Hutchinson and others of the lead- 
ing Puritans 
were among the beat 


amateurs of the day. And they were 
not exceptions. Milton, in "Areopagl- 
tica," (1R44.) writing in Puritan Lon- 
don, says that lutes, violins, and gui- 
tors 
were to be found "in 
every 


house." Only the Quakers objected to 
music in itself, and the art was flour- 
ishing during 
the Commonwealth, 


when more music was published than 
during the whole reign of Charles I.

Chicago's Groat Tree. 


Cook county has a tree almost with- 


in the limits of Chicago that is trying 
in a modest way to keep pace with tlie 
city in growth. It rears its majestic 
height in a field on the farm of Charles 
Kotz, two miles and a half west of 
Grosse Point. 


It is the biggest known tree in the 


United States, the great sequoias of 
California alone being excepted. Three 
leet from the ground its girth is 4.1 
feet. The diameter is 13 feet 6 inches. 
The height is 130 feet. 


Yet this marvel, which hundreds of 


years ago may have been worshipped 
by a savage race, has gone on year by 
year producing its foliage and in the 
order or nature casting it off. all un- 
noticed by Chicago. About its only ad- 
mirer has been the 
owner, 
Charles 


Kotz. 
He guards it as jealously as he 


does his own children. 


Aside from the great height and girth 


of the trunk is a remarkable hollow 
or room at its foot. This hollow is 26 
feet in circumference, S'/i feet in diam- 
eter and 20 Ret in height. A natural 
doorway 9 feet high and 4 t'eet wide at 
the broadest part. A horse 
afed its 


rider can easily pass through to the 
interior. Three horses can easily be 
sheltered inside the mammoth trunk. 
The hollow is big enough to permit a 
dining table to be spread in its bounds, 
and there is room enough to spare for 
chairs about the table. 


The height to the first limb is 70 


feet. A man of average size must take 
21 paces to complete the circuit of the 
big trunk. 


A competent authority on forestry 


has estimated that the tree, which, by 
the way, is of the cottonwood family, 
is 110 less than 600 years old. In the 
days of King John and Magna Charta 
this tree was flourishing. When Co- 
lumbus discovered America it was as 
laree as its companions in the forest. 
It is known that even half a century 
ago it was as big and majestic as it is 
to-day.

Campaign In the Fall— Secretary

sources Underestimated. 
Washington, Aug:. 15— The regiments 


called for by the president to supple- 
ment tbe forces Jn the Philippines' are 
complete. The enlistments have been 
far more rapid than anybody connected 
with the administration had expected, 
and Secretary Root and Adjutant-Gen. 
Oorbiu are keenly gratified with the 
result: Not only was the enlistment 
speedy but the pressure for service in 
the Philippines has been so great that 
ninny volunteers have been turned 
away. Encouraged by the spirit thus 
B.hown, the administration will con- 
tinue the recruiting, and those who 
have been unable to get places in the 
additional regiments already formed 
will have an opportunity for service 
none the less. It Is not likely that 
thorp will bo another call for volun- 
teers. The necessities of the occasion 
do not require this, and the department 
Is conscious of tne Impracticability' of 
trying greatly to enlarge the force In 
the Philippines; but the recruiting will 
go on without formal notice. It is un- 
derstood, until the entire provisional 
army is enlisted, the Idea being to hold 
the new regiments as a reserve. Sec- 
retary Root said that the department 
would keep on recruiting until Agui- 
nuldo had been raptured. This moans 
that thp adminMrntion Is determined 
not to leave anything to chance. It 
is fully believed that Agulnnldo will 
be crushed by January or March: but 
the precaution Is to be taken to have 
forces here In reserve- to meet unfor- 
seeii contingencies. 


War department officials are willjnc 


to adtnlt now among themselves Hint 
they had no adequate conception of 
Agulnaldo's capacity for carrying on 
a long struggle when the Philippine!? 
Insurrection first broke out. It is ac- 
knowledged that Agulnnldo's resources 
were underrated. Wo know better 
now how to deal with him. And the 
campaign to be waged this fall will be 
handled with a. fulness of knowledge 
nnd experience which has hitherto 
been Impossible. The 
forces which 


will enter on the fall campaign will be 
far belter equipped than those whicli 
have been carrying on the fight thus 
far 
They will have plenty of light 


artillery, Oatllng guns and cavalry. 
The ejivalrv troops which have been 
sent to Manila will be the pick and 
tlmver of the American ariuv, and 
great things are expected 
of them. 


They will lie Invaluable for clm-sing and 
swooping do-nn on the nimble natives, 
vhose plan of campaign has been to 
snllv. biirrv and 
run 
away. Romp 


doubt has been expressed as to the 
endurance of American liorsw in tin* 
tropical climate of T/uzou: but the de- 
partment has no fears ou this score.

Jr., an expert of the statistical bureau 
of the Department of Agriculture, has 
ust completed a report to Chief Statis- 
tician Hyde of that department em- 
bodying the results of a tour of the 
flood-devastated region of Texas and 
making a careful estimate of the dam- 
age done, the aggregate of which he 
places at $7,414,000, or about $74 per 
capita. 


The number, of farms subnufged is 


estimated at 8,100. with a total area of 
about 1.380.000 acres. Of this area at 
tbe time of the flood there were about 
fiO.%000 acres under cultivation, 300,000 
acres in cottor, 124,400 acres jn corn, 
10.800 acres in sugar cane and 28.600 
acres In other crops, with a total pro- 
duction in sight equivalent to about 
,f.7,0."0,000.

of or injury to crowing crops, the 
damage to farm property and the losses

Captain Dreyfus Was Much Affected When 


News of th« Attempted Assassination 


Reached Him. 


Tlie "\yould-be Assassin Captured in 


the Woods—M. Caslmir Brands as 
False the Testimony 
Given by 


General Blercier — The Ex-Prcsl- 
deut Calm and Collected. 
London, Aug. 15.—The man who shot 


Maitre Labbrl, counsel for Dreyfus, at 
Rennes, has been arrested. The would- 
be assassin believed when he shot the 
lawyer that he was killing Captain 
Dreyfus himself. He wsus arrested in 
a piece of woods, about three miles 
frent the scene of the shooting, in 
which 
he had 
taken 
refuge. The 


would-be murderer was traeed there 
by Col. Piquart and another uian. A 
hundred Gendarmes were in iiursuit. 


DreyfUs Deeply Affeete3. 


Rennes, France, Aug. 15.—The scene 


which followed the announcement In 
the Dreyfus court-martial that Maitro 
Labori had been shot was one of pan- 
demonium. 


Madame Sevrine accused the anti- 


Dreyfnsards of inHtiug the act of the 
assassin. Instantly two hundied news- 
paper men and women riiKhed into ver- 
bal conflict. Colonel Jouast took the 
newspaper men's c:>nes away and then 
threatened to'clear the court room. 


Dreyfus seemed much affected, but 


It was whispered to him that his coun- 
l's injuries were not fatal. 


Eennes, France, Aug. 15.—The Drey- 


fus court-martial vas already assemb- 
ling and about to open the session 
when Taunay, a big French journalist, 
bounded Into the court room shouting 
that Labori was wounded. 


The excitement among the corre- 
spondents turned to anger between Hie 
factions and there «as an extraordin- 
ary scene. It began with Madam Rev- 
rlne accusing the anti-Dreyfus paity of 
again resorting to the assassin's weap- 
on. Arthur Meyer, of the ({aulois, furi- 
ously retorted, and Instantly tfie 200 
newspaper men an*1 women took sides. 


It was easier to believe one in a mad- 


house than In the presence of the 
greatest trial of the centuiy. 


The poliee then proceeded to take 


away the canes of all the newspaper 
men present, and Colonel Jouast. who 
entered a few mhrates late, delivered 
a lecture to the reporters telling them 
not to uinko any manifestation or he 
would clear the ceurt. This warning 
was prompted by reports that the 
new&paper men were responsible foi 
the disturbance Saturday when Mer- 
cler finished testifying. 


M. Da mange, who came in after see- 


ing Lnbori, arose and, in a broken 
voice, announced the attempted ass 
siuation 
of

colleague. Colonel 


.Tbunst expressed hi? extieme regret 
over the affair. 


General ITercier resumed the wltnes

day declares himself the author of the 
bordereau.'' 


General Morcler replied: "I believe 


that is a lie.' 


M. Demnnae then demanded the con- 


frontation of M. Casimir-Perier and 
General Mercier. 


This demand was granted, and the 


ex-President of the Republic strode to 
the side of his former Minister of AYar. 


Then ensued a dramatic scene such 


as was never before witnessed before 
human tribunal and such as probably 
no other nation could produce. It is au 
exaggeration, perhaps, to describe Gen- 
eral Herder's attitude as cringing, but 
it wos uot unlike that of a guilty pupil 
before his master. 


M. Casimir Perier was erect, clear- 


voiced and imperative. He spoke like 
a mnn having,a stern aud painful duty 
to perform, flom whicli he did uot 
shrink, vet who pitied his former pro- 
tege who must be crushed thereby. 


"I know," he said, "that this trial i 


fraught with tragic consequences to 
General Mercier, and I do not wish to 
aggravate Them; but I am the mastei 
of my own thought and conscience, 
must point out the mistakes in his evi- 
dence. One point clear in my memory 
is that General Mereier told mo tha't 
the documents enumerated in the bor- 
dereau were without Importance." 


General ATercier Interrupted, saying 


that he had told M!. Casimir Perier ex- 
actly the opposite. 


M. Cnsimir-Perier insisted upon the 


correctness of his statement, and pro- 
ceeded to say that he had no memory 
of the scene described by Gen. Mercier 
In which he (the witness). Premier Du- 
t>uy arid General Meieier, fearful of 
w/ir with Germany, sat waiting a 
whole evening to receive a dispatch 
from Berlin.

Ameer of Affjlmulstnn Follows 


Doctor'* OrderJ Complacently. 
, 


The Ameor of Afghanistan has been 


ordered by hip doctors to take exercise, 
and he has probably discovered the 
easiest war of taking It that wa» ever 
thought of It The Ameer is getting fat, 
and has been cufferiug from indiges- 
tion, and that is why he has got to take 
exeuclse. 
, 
' 


He has ordered from a famous car- 


riage-making firm of Oxford street a 
peculiar vehicle, for exercising pur- 
poses. The carriage has a light oody. 
and is propelled by an arrangement 
of bicycle wheels from the rear. Two 
stalwart Afghans sit on saddles over 
these wheels and pedal with all their 
might to drive the fat king ever the 
terrible roada of Afghanistan, When 
the Ameer feels inclined to take exer- 
cise a little more violent than merely 
sitting down in the carriage, he does 
so by pushing two pedals, arranged 
In front of him. In this way he can 
add about half a small boy's power to 
the efforts of the stalwart Afghans ped- 
aling away behind him. The carriage 
Is a handsome one, and the body is 
patterned like an old English Geor- 
gian phaeton. It is fitted with silk 
cushions, rather luxuriously. 


Besides the carriage for his personal 


us,e, the Ameer haa had another built 
for the use of members of his harem. 
The carriages have cost $1,000 each, 
and are capable of maintaining a speed 
of twelve miles an hour. 


It will be a relief to everybody at Ca- 


bul, the capital of Afghanistan, if the 
Ameei's health should improve. In his 
present state of ill-temper he is very 
apt to cut off people's heads. He was 
a great soldier in his day, and is a 
very capable monarch, but his temper 
has lately been very uncertain. Some 
time ago he- had a bad toothache, and 
the English dentist who accepted an in- 
vitation to go to Cabul and pull it out 
felt very nervous .until h& hart secured 
the tooth and got out of the country. 


Vnnllla Bean Growing. 


The attention now paid-by Ameri- 


cans to the agrlcultuial possibilities 
of Mexico haa biought into prominence 
many sub-tropical cultivations. Among 
the&e is the culture of the vanilla bean. 
The vanilla plant is an orchid. Until 
recent yeaib it was cultivated only by 
the Mexican Indians in the valleys of 
Mazantla and Papantla. The bloss- 
oms at 
night give out an exquisite 


perfume, dropping a honey-like mois- 
ture, 
which is found on 
the leaves 


in 
the 
morning. 
From 
each of 


the 
blossoms 
spring small 
pods, 


sometimes twenty or thirty in num- 
ber. As the plant matures many of 
these pods drop off, and those remain- 
ing grow to be long beans, containing 
the seeds, and are about the size of 
the long yellow banana seen in the 
maikets. 


The vanilla is strictly a pollen blos- 


som, 
itiul (ho male ,ui<l female llrmerx 


grow on different plants. 
In former 


times the Indians gave themselves lit- 
tle anxiety about pollination, depend- 
ing on the winds of heaven to inter- 
change the pollen and fertilize the fe- 
vuale 
blossoms. 
In 
recent 
years 


the Italians and Fiench, who have 
largely 
displaced 
the Indians, 
are 


growing vanilla in a more scientific 
manner. The plants are set nearer to- 
gether, so that both insects and stray 
breezes can be more instrumental in 
interchanging 
the 
pollen, and 
the 


growers themselves take a hand in 
the pollination. 


The two busy seasons of the year 


arc during the polliantion months, 
March, April, and May, and the gather- 
ing months, November, December and 
part of January. The Spanish method 
cf curing is slow and laborious. The 
secret is to evaporate the water while 
retaining the oil, prevent the 
bean 


from moulding and retain the flavor 
uninjured. Twenty beans to a vine is 
a good average. A green bean Is worth 
from 8 to 14 cents in the American 
market. In some years it will bring 
as high as 18 cents. 


One interesting peculiarity of the 


vine is that after three or four years 
the stem will rot off at the roots and 
continue to lot three or four feet up 
the vine, says the Chicago Record, 
while the top looks green and flourish- 
ing. In the meantime from above the 
part that is soon to decay shoot out 
fine thread-like rootlets, which grow 
downward to the earth. So delicate 
are these threads running along the 
trunk of the tree that the vine seems to 
be living unsupported in air. 


Played Burglar. 


Down in Fountain County, Ind., there 


was an earthquake shock and Mrs. 
John Welch of Covington thought it 
was a burglar. 


She had just started from the parlor 


into her darkened bedroom when she 
heard a glass and silver perfumery 
flask on her dresser jingle as if it had 
been hit, and almost tipped over. At 
the instant her feet were tangled in 
the rug at the threshold, but she fled, 
frightened and dizzy, and called for 
help. 
When her husband came he turned 


on the light in the bedroom and then 
felt the second shock. He plainly saw 
(he perfumery flask rocking on 
the 


marble, and having traveled in Spanish 
America knew what was wrong. From 
the heights of his superior Information 
he thought he would have a little fun 
at his wife's expense. So he quickly 
flung a scarf about his head, by way of 
disguise, and ran—stooping low—from 
the room. 


And his helpmeet, scared to blindness 


and half dead with nausea, rallied and 
hurled a spirit lamp at the fleeing fig- 
ure. 


When Mr. Welch had finished playing 


the Joke and his neighbors had put out 
the fire, says the Chicago Chronicle, he 
bathed his burns with vaseline and told 
the spectators they needn't "laugh so 
hard. He didn't make a fool of him- 
self except on the recurrence of earth- 
quakes—which are rare In Indiana.
